ſo Profidious and Rebel- 
lious a People ;. This

fortune to ſtay for ſome dayss _ you truth, I could

Nacidn”, to whgai" they? Hi#Þ52h fo hich” bhofg's 
(and ſo mach inrich*e themſclves by) they are a Stare 
not fit to live in the World, by reaſon of their Treache- 
rous dealings with all Nations , witneſs their Rebellion 
ro their King , their never keeping Articles with any 
Prince, their MuaJerous and Tyranaical dealings with 
our Engliſh in the WWeſt- Indies, as Ambeina, Pollcron, and 
the Afooco Iſlands, and lately at Surinam, their cruelties 
have made themſeivzs odious, and their Pride hath raiſed 
them to thar heighe that their fail muſt be great.

Graſs they have, and that is klf the greateſt g60d their 
ground can afford them, and hereof Buttet and Checſe 
are the Witneſſes : Butfor this ohne beneft', they want 
many, which other Countries have that have this as wel! 
as they. To ſay the triith, Ido not know any benefits 
peculiar cothemſelves, wierebFthey can boaſt,except on- 
ly wo: The ones, their having a Countrey which is the 
ficreſt for'Rebeltion , Treachcty and Sciſthe, in all Chri. 
ſtendom': And the other is, that by reafon of the grear 
lowneſs of their Dwclings', they are the neareſt Neigh- 
bours to the Devil, of athy Nation living updn Earth, 

They mnch af theStork, becauſe; as they ſay, ſhe 
ſceketh not ro live in any Countrey that is Governed by 
a King, and&therefore when ſhe comes into Earope, ſhe 
holds her reſidence moſt in Holland. 

The Regiment of a Bealt with ſeven Heads pleaſeth her 
beſt, becauſe it'is a Monſter that riſcth out of the Sea , 
and becauſe potltbility giverh hope that a Brewer or Baz- 
ket-maker by vulgat commendation of his Friends, may 
at one time or other, be raiſed to the Dignity of one 07 
the High and mighty Lords of the States. 

One great preropative they bave which they do not 
bragge of, that is this, That when at the Day of Judge- 
ment, the wicked ſhall ſay unto the Mountains fall upor:

I ſhall give you an account of: ſome of: their pre- 
ſent bloody and horrid Murders, upon ſome of their own 
Maſters and Neighbours at Home, ſhewing whbar an inſa- 
riate and cruel peaple they are. | 

Now I fhall.ecil you in breif of the crvel putting to 
death of the Heer Joan de Witt, and his Brother Ruward 
vanePuttesat the Hague in Holland, as followeth : On 
Satarday the 20th. of Auguſt 1672. Stilo Nove, In the 
morning the Court of Juſtice mer, and examined ſeveral. 
Articles againſt Ruward vas Puten, and finding him guilt 
ty of ſeveral Crimes, received his Sentence, by which he 
was declared incapable of hoiding any employments in 
the State, and Baniſhed for ever 3 On the ſame day the 

Barber which he had hired ro murther the Prince of 
Orange, as he went a:onp the ſtreets,told the people that 
the laid Ruward van Putter was guilty , and deſerved a 
ſeverer puniſhmene ;, which animared the Burgers into a 
furious Rage, and they beat up their Drums, and draw'd 
themſelves into fix Companies, and poſted themſelves on 
the Vyverbergh, Buyten- Hof, and before the Priſon, and 
their continued till after five in the Afternoon ; about 
which time they broak open the Priſon doors, notwith- 
ſtanding three Troops of Horſe, which were drawn out 
ro prevent any diſorders that ſhould happen , which the 
Burgers kept of with cheir Pikes, and forced them to re- 
tire: being entered the Priſon,they pulled forth van Par- 
rey, and his Brother de Witt, (which was come in his 
Coach to (ce him, but the watch prevented him and Bro- 
th:r to go forth, and forczd themto retire back in the 
Prifon,

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Priſon , but afterwards pulled them down, (var Putter 
being in his Night- Gown , and de it ina Black Velvet 
Coat ) As ſoon as they had brought them into the ſtreer, 
the People trampled them under foot, and ſhot them with 
Musket Bullers, and cut and mangled them in an unhu- 
mane manner, (crying ov :heſe be the Rogues that have 
becrayed us and 2ur Co '-ey) and fodraging them up 
and down the ſtccers, <1 of their fingers , (which ſub- 
ſcribed that perpetual £44 :yainſt the Prince of Oraxge,) 
and their Ears, and ! 9c», +4 Members,every one ſtriving 
rogeta piece, which *1 +/::ryards ſold up and down 
the Town. an Ear for twercy five ſtuyvers, a piece of a 
finger for twelve ſtuyvers.: « ole one for fifteen ſtuyvers, 
= a Toe for ten ſtuyvers, u1d ſo proportionably any 
piece of their Bo4ics, The people keartily thanking God 
for it y then they took their mangled bodies, and banged 
them up by the heels 0n the Gailows nak:'d, fo furiouſly 
were the people inraged againſt thoſe two Brothers. A- 
bout midnight ſome men 1n diſpuiſe came and wok down 
their bodies, and conveyed them privately a way. 

At Rotterdam and other places they have pulled down 
the Houſes of many of the old Magiſtrates, wounding and 
killing ſome, ſo are the rude multitude incenſed againft 
moſt of de Witt's Party , which were againſt the Pgjnce 
of Orange. 
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
